HE whole Aim and Deſign of St. Paul © 
in his Epiſtles to the Corintbians, ſeem 
to me an Endeavour to reconcile, and 

bring them back to the Doctrines 
he had preached unto them, and to re-eſta- 
bliſh his own Authority; both which, by his 
Abſence, :, were Perverted and Diminiſhed by, 
Apollos, a falſe Apoſtle and a Jew. 
ST. Paul had planted the Goſpel of Chrift at 
Corinth. It had taken Root, and he hoped, in 
proper Time, to return, and by his ſk; I Ma- 
nagement ſo to direct the Vegitation, that it might 
bring forth abundantly the Fruit of Salvation. 
He had but merely inculcated the firſt Rudiments 
of Chriſtianity, for he judged it neither Safe nor 
Prudent to entruſt at once an Ignorant Feopſe 
with all the Myſteries of Revelation 
Tuis 565 this falſe Apoſtle, not "under-. . 
ſtanding the true Wiſdom of the Doctrine of 
Chrift, raiſed his Voice higher, and ſtretched his- 
Tenets beyond the Limits that Paul had to him- 
ſelf preſcribed. He affected the Minds of many 
of the People. He gloried im his ſeeming Supe- 
riority over Paul, and the Credit of Paul began 
to decline. This Conduct threw the Multitude

Tur Carnal Affections of Men are what Sr.

Sr. John uſes the Word Carnal 
but once, but it is frequent with St. Paul. He 


applies it to the Luft of the Fleſh, the Luſt of 


the Eye, the Pride of Life, to Riches; Oſtenta- 


tion, Vain-Glory, and Ambition. He ſhews his 


new-conyerted Corinthians, that ſuch Thoughts 


and ſuch Views were repugnant to the Goſpel of 


efus. He ſhews them, that Strife and Diviſian 
re no Analbizy to true Chriſtianity. He be- 
the Name of the Lord Jeſus 
Chrift, that there be no Diviſions among them, but

Wirnour Impropriety, we may pronounce,

In the latter Caſe we may call them, 
as doth St. Ambroſe, f à Canter of the Soul. —

in Oppoſition to Spiritual, Thoughts. "The Paſ- 
ſions ſeem to me like gentle Gales that Refreſh 
and Cool the Air, and permit us to ſail through 
the Voyage of Life with Peace and Content.

Ir the Laity thus walk, ſome Reaſons may be 
given to extenuate their Crimes; but what Excuſe 
can be made for thoſe Ecclefiaflicks who purſue the 
Steps of Carnal Men, or rather lead them. 
Sorry I am to be neceſſitated to confeſs, that 
Biſbops are too much puff d up, and too much 
raiſed in Temporalities. As their 93 and 
Temptations encreaſed, our Weak Forefathers 
encreaſed their Veneration. They ſaluted them 
on their Knees. Some proſtrated themſelves be- 
fore them, and happy they, who were touch'd 
by their holy Hands. Still, my Brethren, theſe 
Ecclefiaſticks were Men. They, indeed, miſtook 
their Office, and neglectful of their real Duty, they 
walked as Men; as Men of this World, and as 
Men who had other Views than Inſtructing their 
Fellow Creatures in the ſure Way of Salvation. 
Bor as no Bounds can be preſcribed to a Carnal 
Mind, I muſt proceed and ſay, that Biſhops, not 
content with theſe outward Honours, and rich 
Donations, graſp at, and have obtain'd, Court 
Influence, and Court Power. They have turn'd 
Stateſmen, Ambaſſadors, Miniſters, (not of God's

that ſuch a Conduct is for the Honour or Advance- 
ä ENOTES: 
_ Every Part of the political Government of a 
Kingdom, ought to be confided in Hands, whoſe 
whole Minds are employed about it. Theſe State- 
Miniſters are often neceſſitated to Flatter, to De- 
ceive, to Circumvent and Undermine their Neigh- 
bours, and ſometimes each other, They often 
do Ill, and often Tranſgreſs the Laws of the Goſ- 
pel. Since this is their wretched Situation, it is 
the Duty of Biſbops and Priefts to Exhort, to Preach 
and Perſuade them out of theſe Vices, and not to 
be Partners and Partakers of them. This they 
muſt Be, if they accept of ſuch Employments, 
and That Laity which ſuffers it, muſt be extreamly 
Ignorant of their own Happineſs, and mightily 
enamour'd with Servility. 

ST. Paul tells Timothy and Titus, that, it is a 
true ſaying, if a Man defire the Office of a Biſhop, 
he defireth a Good Work. — A Biſhop muſt then be 
Blameleſs, the Huſband of one Wife, vigilant, ſober, 
of good Behaviour, given to Hoſpitality, apt (or fit) 
to teach Not given to Wine, no Striker, not greedy 
of filthy Lucre, but Patient, not a Brauler, not 
Covetous. — Here, indeed, we have the whole Duty 
of a Chriſtian Biſbop, but neither St. Paul, nor any 
of the Apoſtles tells Us the Duty of a Biſhop in the 
Character of a Miniſter of State. Their Silence 
implies ſtrongly, that they never imagined ſuch 
an Abſurdity could ever ſtart up. Beſides, it is 
in a particular Manner Wonen with the Bi- 
Hops and Prieſts of our moſt Holy Religion, be- 
cauſe, being particularly attach'd to the Offices of 
the Church, and prevented knowing the Joys, or 
Pains of Paternal Affections, or the Cares, or Plea- 
ſures of Domeſlick Life, they are cut off from the 
Views that the Laity labour for.
